The bathing suits with short stecves and 
trousers loose at the aukles worn by K'.ire­ 
peal: s. says llu rp ir'H Bazar, are fast com 
ing into favor, especially for ladies who 
have become expert swimmers. These rui’s 
are now to bn found at the leading furnish­ 
ing honsea, and cost from SD to S1‘J. 
The 
princess shape is the best liked for these, 
as it combines the biouse and trousers iu 
one piece, and the skirt th at drapes and 
conceals the figure is attached to the belt 
by buttons. 
The waist may be plainly 
tucked or box-pleated from the shoulders 
to the belt, but a better plan i. to have a 
smooth yoke covering the shoulders, and 
to this add fuilnesB either by pleats or 
gathers that extend to the belt. The ample 
trousers are sewed to this belt also, are 
buttoned in front instead of opening on the 
sides, os they do when made separate 
from the waist, and are straight and loose 
at the ankles, instead of being gathered 
to a band like Turkish trousers. 
The 
straight Bkirt 
reaches 
to the knees, 
and is pleated 
to 
a belt, in which 
are 
button-holes 
corresponding 
to 
the button-holes on the waist-belt. 
A 
woolen eash with fringed ends is tied 
around the waist to give a jaunty air, and 
the costume is as pretty as it is possible 
for such a suit to be.

SCURRILITY. 


What is the matter with Congress ? Of 
late it has been particularly given to Bill­ 
ingsgate, and now it ha* capped the climax 
of blackguardism by a quarrel between 
two members culminating in the use of 
expressions bo obscene that the ladies were 
compelled to leave the galleries, and that 
it was fonnd necessary to exclude the lan­ 
guage from the Record, 
It is possible that 
the hot weather is having a bad effect upon 
the tempera of members, but unfortunately 
for that theory tbe record of abusive lan­ 
guage goes back to the beginning of the 
year. 
We hope the fact that there are 
more Democrats in Congress than for some 
time previously has nothing to do with 
this epidemic of bad manners.

ANOTHER 
BAD 
LANDMARK. 


Bayne of Pennsylvania moved an appro­ 
priation of $25,000 the other day, in the 
House, to enable the President to carry out 
the provisions of the United States stat 
ute providing that applicants for positions 
in the civil service shall undergo an exam­ 
ination ; and the House rejected the prop­ 
osition. 
This vote can only be interpreted 
in one way. 
It is a bold and shameless 
declaration to the effect that the House will 
not take any steps to give vitality to the 
law which it passed merely as a sop to pub­ 
lic opinion. 
The vote rejecting Bayne's 
motion was in fact a vote in favor of the 
spoils system. 
Every man 
who voted 
against it thereby declared himself opposed 
to an efficient Civil Service, and in favor of 
maintaining the demoralizing, corrnpt and 
inefficient system of political appointments 
which now obtains. 
It is fortunate for the 
Republican party that the Democracy is as 
untrustworthy as itself on the qnestion of 
Civil Service reform. 
Only this fact has 
thus far saved it from the natural penalties 
of its action. 
But one of these days a 
party may rise which the public will be 
ready to confide in on this issue, and should 
that happen the Republican party will find 
their Congressional record on Civil Service 
reform exceedingly embarrassing. 


GLADSTONE’S 
DEFEAT. 


Gladstone’s defeat on Trevelyan's amend­ 
ment to the Repression bill does not ap­ 
pear to have been one of those significant 
rebukes which shake down Ministers, but 
rather an expression of dissatisfaction with 
what was thought to be a mischievous and 
useless concession to the Irish members 
of the House. 
There are many Liberals 
who arc becoming more and more strongly 
convinced that all alliance or arrange­ 
ments with the Irish members, on the part 
of the Government, must prove futile or 
worse, and these members also hold that 
tbe Repression bill must be what its 
name implies, and that it is mere folly 
to mince matters with a country which is 
in a state of chronic insurrection. 
Mr. 
Gladstone's Irish policy has never bad 
anything like the general approval of his 
party, and since the Dublin mnrders tbe 
belief that it is largely mistaken has been 
gaining strength. 
Opinions of this kind 
appear to have led to the defeat of the 
Government on Friday night, but the in­ 
cident does not warrant any supposition 
looking to Mr. Gladstone's resignation, or 
to dissolution. 


TOBACCO FRAUDS. 


The tricks of the tobacconist's trade 
have again been brought unpleasantly to 
the attention of the public. 
Some street 
urchins were arrested recently for picking 
up discarded and unclean cigar-stumps 
from the gutters. They explained that they 
engaged in the occupation because their 
findings were bought up by certain cigar­ 
ette manufacturers. 
The stock thus se­ 
cured was made use of in producing new 
cigaretteB for the market. 
In addition to 
this refuse tobacco, however, vanilla and 
valerian, as well as cascarilla bark, are 
used to impart a pleasant flavor. 
A like 
mixture of impure material is known to 
obtain in a great deal of stock used in mak­ 
ing cigars. 
It is in the imitation of the fla­ 
vor of really good cigars, however, that 
great ingenuity is displayed, and rich prof­ 
its reaped. 
A recent writer on this subject 
states that no less than fifteen of the cigar 
factories of the metropolis employ chemists 
for the sole purpose of “ flavoring” cigars. 
The rich aroma of the weed is one of the 
chief charms of tobacco indulgence. 
But 
this charm would probably be lost could 
the smoker be aware of the manner in 
which he was systematically duped by 
chemical treatment of his favorite weed. 
The substances used to impart flavor are 
numerous, and the formulas for their em­ 
ployment equally plentiful. 
Vanilla is 
most commonly made use of in the form of 
a tincture, with which aroma is imparted 
to the “ fillings.” The tonka bean, balsam 
fir, cedar-oil and valerian are a few more 
of the most generally-used flavoring sub­ 
stances. 
But by far the greateat injury to 
the smokers, the writer asserts, is produced 
by the introduction into the cigar of 
burned ammonia, and the soaking of them 
in saltpeter. 
This is done to make the 
cigar burn freely. 
Again, some manu­ 
facturers treat their weeds with sulphuric 
acid and bromide of potassium, and these 
produce an injurious effect akin to alcoholic 
intoxication. 
Adulteration is more or less 
extensively resorted to in the preparation 
of the tobacco itself, use being often made 
of potato leaves, sugar, potash, tamarinds, 
anise.seed, gum and different oils. 
The 
cigar product of the city is reported to 
amount to 82G,66G,000 annually, the cigar­ 
ette supply reaching 220,800,000 a year, 
both combined employing the services of 
25,000 persons.—[New York Times. 


T reatment of Burn*.—The best appli­ 
cation for a burn is a liniment made of 
lime-water and oil, beaten together until it 
looks like batter melted to dress vegeta­ 
bles for the table. 
It matters not whether 
common lime or the chloride of lime is 
used, and either sweet or linBeed oil will 
answer. 
Wrap the burned part in fine 
linen covered with this mixture, and cover 
thickly on the outside with raw cotton to 
exclude the the air. 
Open it bat once in 
twenty-four hoars, and carefully soap off 
the rag with lime-water and oil, so as not 
to injure the tender skin that may be form­ 
ing on the wound. 
Bathe well with the 
liniment, and put on a clean dressing of 
rags wet with the liniment, and cover with 
cotton as at first. 
Where lime cannot be 
had, the next best dressing we know of is 
soot mixed with lard, well melted and 
strained to get out the particles of soot. 
In this case you may first use strong alum 
water to assuage the pain, and then put on 
a plaster of the above. 
In any case, over 
the rags put raw cotton, to exclude the air 
and keep the part from being rubbed.

A ffairs a t th e N atio n al C a p ita l. 
THE HARBOR OF REFUGE. 
W ashingto n, July 9ch.—The Senate, in 
perfecting the river and harhor bill yester­ 
day, refused to agree to a provision authoriz­ 
ing the Secretary of War to expend the 
appropriation of $150,000 made by the Act of 
1S79 for a harhor of refuge on the Pacific 
coast, and in the corsfruction of the harbor 
at Port Orford. In the debate on the pro­ 
position, it was stated by Senator McMillan 
that the Board of Eogineers appointed to 
lucate the harbor of refuge had not deter­ 
mined to locate it at Port Orford ; in fact, 
did not agree to the necessity of such a har­ 
bor. 
Senator Grover, of Oregon, and Miller 
of California urged an agreement to the 
amendment, setting forth the necessity of a 
harbor of refuge, but the proposition was 
finally voted down. 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE BENICIA ARSENAL. 
Among the items agreed apon in the sun­ 
dry civil bill yesterday were the following for 
the Bsnicia Ar.enal: For completing the 
erection of a machine and armorer’s shop and 
the rebuilding tf the hlackemith shop and 
carpenter’s shop, 850,000; for the purchase 
of one steam engine. 85.600; to complete 
repairs on the wharf, $8,000. Representative 
Berry endeavored to have the approi nation 
for the arsenal increased to $00,000, but 
failed. 
NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH CRIPPLED. 
Owing to thb insufficient appropriation the 
National Board of Health will close the sta­ 
tions on the line of emigrant travel to the 
Wtst. This action will involve the suspen­ 
sion of the inland inspection of foreign immi­ 
grants for the discovery and prevent'oa of 
transmission of small pox at ten stations, 
distributed on the trunk lines of railway in 
the North, and the inspection of infected ves­ 
sels arriving at our ports from yellow fever 
1 <orts abroad.

THIS WEEK’S BUSINESS IN THE HOUSE. 
There is a good deal of uncertainty as to 
the order of business in the House this 
week 
after 
the 
sundry 
civil 
bill 
is 
out 
of 
the 
way. 
The 
caucus 
held on Saturday evening reached no con 
elusion on tbe subject, and individual mem 
hers seem to be at sea. 
It is expected that 
after the sundry civil bill is disposed of, 
Chairman Crapo, of the Banking and Cur­ 
rency Committee, will he allowed to make 
his report, recommending a concurrence of 
the House in Senate amendments to the bill 
to extend the charters of national banks, and 
the discussion of this question may occupy 
a day; but after that all is uncertainty. 
The Republican caucus to be held on 
Wednesday will probably map out the 
course to be followed. At any rate, it will 
settle the question whether or not the re­ 
maining election cases will be taken up this 
session, and it is probable that it will settle 
it in the negative. The sentiment at the last 
caucus, as far as expressed, seems to have 
bteu againBt taking np the election cases, the 
opinion being generally expressed that it 
would be simply impossible to get together a 
quorum of Republicans on these last days of 
the session. Without a quorum of their own 
members present it will be useless for the Re­ 
publicans to csll up the election esses in the 
hope of seating their men, so that however 
anxious the Elections Committee may be to 
clear their docket, they will most likely be 
compelled to wait until the next Bession, If 
it is decided not to take up the election cases, 
th6n the work of the House will depend to a 
great extent on what is done in the Senate. 
To-morrow the D'strict of Columbia business 
is the special ord r, and it will hardly be laid 
aside for the purp sa of proceeding with the 
sundry civil bill. Should it not be, then 
it 
will 
be 
Wednesday, 
at 
least, 
before a final vote is reached on the last- 
mentioned bill, and following that will come 
the national hank bill, after which the House 
will be ready to receive back from the Senate 
the amended internal revenue bill. Should 
either of the two principal amendments 
agreed upon by the Republican Senatorial 
caucus—the redaction of duty on Bessemer 
steel rails, and for the repeal of the twenty- 
fivs per cant, tax on sugar—be added to the 
bill in the Senate, it will meet with consider­ 
able opposition in the House from the South­ 
ern sugar men in the one case, and from the 
iron men in the other. If some of the other 
proposed amondnmnts, such as Beck’s, for a 
reduction of the tax on tobacco, are agreed to 
in the Senate, in addition to either of those 
before mentioned, then a protracted discus­ 
sion is likely to follow on the question of con­ 
currence in the House.

S p r in g fie ld , July 9th.—The State De­ 
partment of Agriculture reports to July 1st 
on the state of the wheat crop.

E x p lo ra tio n s In A frica —T he F ren c h 
S teal it M arch on M an ley . 
New Y ork, July 9th.—The French Geo- 
grapical Society in a few days will fete M. 
Savergnau de Brazza, the Frenchman who 
has stolen a march on Stanley, and made the 
Congo virtually a French river, which, but 
for one thing, would be the fineBt water way 
in nature. 
Just before it reaches the sea it 
breaks into dangerous cataracts, which render 
all direct approach from the coa«t impossible. 
The Belgian Association which fitted ont 
Stanley’s expedition, was formed especially 
to find a way to turn this difficulty. The 
river begins to be navigable at Stanley Pool. 
To reach this Stanley proposed to cat a road 
from the seaside by the cataracts into the 
pool, and 31,500,000 was subscribed for the 
purpose. Stanley cut the road and transported 
a steamer over it, only to find fifty ves-els 
flying the French flag in possession. M. 
Savergnan de Brazza fonnd a shorter way to 
the pool. 
He went up the river Agnovue, 
and found that it was separated by only 
eighty kilometers from the Alima, which 


flows right into the pool. The Stanley road­ 
way from the coast is 240 kilometers long. 
DeBrazza came back to France, obtained a 
vote of aiil from the Government, went out 
again, and made snch gord use of his time 
that long before Stanley arrived ho had seized 
the pool io the name of the French, concluded 
treaties with the natives, and bought large 
poisessions on the banks of the river. Thus 
France taps the Congo route, and secures an 
outlet and inlet for what may one day be­ 
come one of the richest trades in the world.

N ew Y ork, July 9th.—Thurlow Weed, in 
a letter to the Tnhnnc, predicts a failure cf 
the recent radical measures in Kansas and 
Iowa to stop intemperance. He thinks that 
when we become a grape growing country 
like France or Switzerland, the practical 
remedy 
for intemperance wili soon be 
reached. “ When grapes,” says he, “ are 
produced in sufficient quantities to furnish 
cheap wine as a beverage for all classes, it 
will be within the Bcope and duty of Congress 
to perfect a reform that will emancipate the 
people from the horrors of intemperance. 
This reform is to be accomplished by furnish­ 
ing wine abundant and cheap, while by legis­ 
lation whisky, rum, brandy, etc., will be 
made so dear as to be out of the reach of the 
1 shoring classes.” 
He thinks California, 
Kansas and other States, with a soil adapted 
to grape culture, had batter turn their atten­ 
tion to wine-making.

D ayton (O.), Jnly 9th.—A protest has 
been prepared to b9 sent to Congress, by the 
inmates of the Soldiers' Home, against the 
bill providing that the excess of 35 per month 
of pensions be applied to the support of the 
Home. The protest, among other things, 
shows that 5,000 men are now at the Central 
Branch, and 1,500 pensioners, and the bill, if 
passed, will compel 1,500 limbless, sightless, 
physically wretched veterans to sustain the 
remaining 3,500, who are able to, and in 
most cases do, work. All the work of the 
institution is done by these men, who receive 
pay, while according to the proposed bill, 
their more unfortunate comrades will pay for 
their maintenance.

We won’t resist Austrians 
or Italians; but soldiers of other nations, 
especially England, we will oppose to the 
last.”

M alta, July 9th.—The ironclads Agincourt 
and Northumberland, of the English Channel 
sqnadron, have started for Limaaol, Cyprus, 
with two battalions and a company uf en­ 
gineers. The Minotaur, with a siege train of 
twenty gun?, and the Nerissa, with stores, 
have also sailed from this port. 
A dispatch from Alexandria reports that 
the Khedive has declined the offer by the 
English to provide for his safety on board a 
man-of-war.

The tight rope performer of McCue’s cir­ 
cus fell to the ground, some twenty feet, 
while performing at Fort Jones.

The Blue Tent Company in Nevada 
county are following tho example of the 
Nortn Bloomfield Company by building a 
large dam to check the debris from their 
mine. 
The farmers have damned the de­ 
bris for a long time, and now the miners 
are darning them also. 
A boy down in Chapmantown has a billy 
goat that can kick as hard as a Queen 
Anne musket. 
This morning a calf took 
after the goat and chased him several 
blocks, when his goatship finally became 
tired and stopped. 
As the calf came in 
reach the goat lifted his hind legs and 
planted them between the eyes of the 
young heifer, kill-Dg her instantly. 
It is 
now proven that the goat has terrific force 
at both ends.—[Chico Record, July 8th. 
On July 4th, V. IVinn, who lives a short 
distance from Grass Valley, became sud­ 
denly ill immediately after drinking some 
cow's milk. 
It was soon ascertained that 
the animal from which the milk was taken 
had been poisoned, and strychnine was 
supposed to be the drug used. 
The family 
of Joseph McCauley, of Boston Ravine, 
drank some of the milk, and were taken 
sick, but not seriously. 
Mr. Winn is im 
proving, but for a time he was in a very 
critical condition. 
As the greater portion of the wheat in 
Yolo county has been already headed, and 
thrashing is well under way, the size and 
quality of the crop can be estimated with 
6ome degTee of certainty. 
From all parts 
of the country we hear of large yields and 
plump wheat. 
The adobe land in the Wil­ 
low Slough district has probably made the 
best average, and many pieces of wheat are 
turning out from forty to fifty bushels to 
the acre. 
Mr. Kincheloe, who lives five 
miles northwest of Woodland, has finished 
thrashing and his crop haa averaged twenty 
sacks to the aere. 
The crop in Hnngry 
Hollow was better than usual this year, 
and in Capay Valley the result is the same. 
The crop of Yolo county will be consider 
ably in excess of what it was last year, 
Competent judges place it at 50,000 tons. 
T h e Santa Cruz Courkr-Item Bays: 
The spirit of precaution was not strong 
enough to secure the raiÜDg ol the Felton 
grade, and now the demand has been en­ 
forced by the horrors of a catastrophe. 
Probably no stranger over passed over this 
road without wondering that its precipi 
tous side was not protected by a railing, 
and with timid ones this has developed 
into fear. 
All considerations of economy 
sink into insignificance when compared 
with human life. 
Four hundred dollars 
expended for railing on the Felton grade 
wonld have saved four human lives last 
week. 
Common law makes the county 
liable for damages for accidents caused by 
defective bridges, and the county ought 
to be responsible for the damage to life 
and property on such a grade as this, 
when it neglects to provide the proper 
safeguards. 
The voice of the people now 
is that the Felton grade should be guarded 
by a substantial railing at all exposed 
points, and if it ia not done, public senti­ 
ment 
will 
hold 
those in authority as 
morally responsible for future disasters that 
a railing would prevent. 


ENGLISH 
CLIMATE AND CHAEACTEK. 


What I would particularly emphasize is 
the twofold fact that the character and the 
climate which are said to be American are 
both English a good deal more than they 
are American. 
The nervous temperament, 
the excess of energy, the exaggerations 
and intensity of character, the vulgarities 
and madness of selfish getting, the fierce 
resort to sham and shoddy as a short cut to 
profit, and all the forms of headlong ser­ 
vice of the devil to which unregenerate, 
raw, brute humanity can be tempted, are 
very much worse in England than they are 
in America. And the air said to favor such 
characters is mnch more found in England 
than in America. 
I was myself under the 
impression, before I lived in England, that 
we 
had 
in 
America 
more 
electrical 
excitement 
than 
is known 
England. 
But 
now 
I 
find 
that 
it 
shuts 
down on you more in England, and that 
while you see more in America, at a great 
hight above the earth, you feel more of it 
in England, and have it dropping on you 
more ; and that, although the climate is 
characteristically damp, there occur more 
and longer times of irritating dryness and 
electrical aggravation than are known in 
America. 
I am fortuately able to cite a 
testimony which will make clear what I 
mean, and prove that I do not imagine my 
facts. 
In Nature Professor Tate quotes 
from an account given him by an Irish corre- 
npondent, who tells how the dryness I 
speak of may come ont of the same quarter 
from which at other times moist air comes, 
and who expressly says that the same dry­ 
ness comes with the east wind which is 
such a curse to the British isles.—[Edward 
C. Towne, in Popular Science Monthly. 


P otato S a la d. —Put a dozen potatoes 
(in their skins) into cold water with a good 
teaspoonful of sa lt; allow them to boil, 
and afterward let them simmer gently un­ 
til quite tender; when cold peel and cut 
np into rounds as thin as possible, which 
lay in a dish ; season well with salt and 
pepper, sprinkle with plenty of finely 
chopped parsley and then saturate with oil 
and vinegar. 
In other salads vinegar is 
used in about the proportion of one to four 
of oil, but potatoes require a great deal 
more—an almost equal quantity of each 
not less in any case than three spoonfuls of 
vinegar to fonr of oil. 
Those who like 
flavor will find tbinly-slioed onions, either 
spring or Spanish, finely shred, an im­ 
provement. 


A Maine paper relates that a maiden 
lady now residing in the town of Lyman, 
that State, at the age of 98 y ears, was in 
her youth engaged to be married to a re­ 
spectable yonng man, and was making her 
wedding drees. 
Her father, entering the 
room, forbade the marriage. She answered, 
“ Well, father, then yon mast maintain me 
as long as I live.” 
She stuck her needle 
into the unfinished dress, arose and put it 
into the drawer, and there it has remained 
until the present time—seventy-five years, 
How lo D g the father survived such treat­ 
ment is not told.

O ’N e il —This case was called fjr examina­ 
tion on Saturday in the Police Court, Dis­ 
trict A ttorney Buckley and City Attorney 
Anderson for The People and Henley A ! 
Snow for defendant Boone. 
The testimony j 
adduced upon the examination was, with 
some additional detail-, about the same as 
taken before the Coroner’s inquest and hereto­ 
fore published. 
During the hearing the de­ 
fendant, Charles Antone, at his own request, 
w%3 placed upon th? witness-stand, where­ 
upon counsel for defendant Bx>ne objected to 
the testimony, on the ground that aco-dtfend- 
aut could not be a witness against a co-de­ 
fendant. 
The counsel for prosecution, after 
consultation, while under the impression that 
a defendant could at any time make himself 
a voluntary witness, under the codeR of this 
State, still as 
there 
were 
many 
de­ 
cisions of Court* of other States holding that 
a co-defendant could not be a witness so as 
to charge another defendant in the same 
case, 
it 
was 
deemed 
advisable 
to 
tem porarily dismiss 
the 
charge against 
Charles 
Antone, 
in 
order 
to 
uso him 
as a witness against Boone—whom the offi­ 
cers, in the light of the circumstances attend­ 
ing the death of O’Neil, and the nature of the 
wounds on the back of his head, and the fact 
th at Boone Is a dangerous man—feel certain 
was the real murderer. 
Some have expressed 
the belief that under the order dismissing the 
charge against Charles Antone, it would be a 
bar to a future examination. 
Counsel say 
th at such is not thefcase; that the defendant 
can be rearrested and examined, and held 
upon the charge just the same as if no other 
charge had been preferred 
against him. 
W hen brought up for examination all the 
Court will have to determine is whether the 
crime has been committed and whether the 
magistrate is satisfied th at the defendant is 
guilty thereof, upon which an order holding 
him to answer will be made.

"W ho 18 my Neighbor?’’—" The Modern 
S am aritan,” as Seen by an Bye WltneES. 


A t 
the 
Ssventh-atreet M. E. Church 
South yesterday Dr. Anderson, the pastor, 
officiated. 
The following is a synopsis of 
his discourse : Subject, “ Who is my Neigh­ 
bor ?” Text, Luke x, 29, wherein a certain 
lawyer Baid unto Jesus, "A n d who is my 
neighbor?-’ He began by asking who was 
this lawyer? How did he read the law? 
W hat idea did ho entertain of the question, 
"W h o is my neighbor?” 
" Je w s only are 
my nighbor*. 
I have no dealings whatever 
with Gentiles. 
All charities, all acts of kind­ 
ness, I extend toward my own people. 
Be­ 
ing a descendent of Abraham, the father of 
the faithful an«Lfriend of God, f could not 
consistently aid others in whose veins patri- 
archial blood did not Row.” 
Are we not to­ 
day, in a sense, limited in our charities ? After 
living eighteen centuries, in the full blaze of 
religious and scientific truth, do we not have 
imperfect conceptions of the duties we owe to 
God, to our«elve*, and tt> our neighbors? Are 
not our practices of those virtues really more 
imperfect thau our knowledge ? 
The parable of the Good Samaritan estab­ 
lishes the great principle of universal de­ 
cad en ce. 
As creatures we hare a two-fold 
dependeuce—a dependence upon God and 
upon our fellows. Our dependence upon God 
is necessary, absolute. 
L pon him we depend 
for air, sunshine, food, raim* at, health, life. 
" In Him we live, move and have our being. 
He is the very source of our being ; the prin­ 
ciple of life and motion comes from him. 
W ithout Him the whole universe 
would 
tremble over the gulf of nothingness—would 
drop into nonentity. 
W e depend upon our fellows. 
This is a 
wise and gracious appointment. 
Gut off 
from men, life would be intolerable—a bur­ 
den. W ealth, learning, beauty—all that men 
love, or hold as sacred, could not make them 
happy were they denied social intercourse. 
The King depends for his happiness upon his 
subjects ; the merchant, his customers ; the 
minister, his congregation. 
We dare say that 
angels depend upon others, the good they can 
do them, for those tides r. t rapture that rise 
and -well and break in their own mighty 
hearts ! 
We depend upon each other for thought, 
for ideas. 
Originality is indeed a rare thing. 
Those few rapid aud decisive moments when 
genius 
creates 
come 
not to every one. 
" M uch,” said Goethe, ' is talked about orig­ 
inality ; but what doe* originality mean ? 
We are no sooner born than the world around 
us begins to act upon us. 
* * * 
I owe to 
the great inen. Leasing, W inkleman and 
Kant, who have preceded me, much ; very 
little is ray own.” 
We depend upon each other for sympathy. 
Let the sufferer know that some one sympa­ 
thizes 
with him, and his heart will be 
strengthened and his cup of affliction sweet­ 
ened. 
Let the poor know that the rich are 
deeply interested in their welfare, that they 
are ready to help them in every possible way, 
and honest poverty will lilt up its head. 
Think of a cold, unsympathizing man or 
woman, like the priest an 1 I^e> ite in the 
parable, "w alking around or. the other side,” 
forgetting that they themselvcj " are in the 
body.’’ 
Can they say, "W e are not liable to 
such distress.” 
Have they a charter of ex­ 
emption from poverty, calumny and ingrati­ 
tude ? 
Will they not, like others, outlive 
their friends and their comforts ? View the 
changes that take place daily in social and 
commercial life, and say how near you may 
be to the keenest distress, or the most poig­ 
nant grief. 
L et your liability to every kind 
of suffering teach your sympathy. 
Iu our city there stands an institution that 
God’s eye rests upon day and night, and his 
providence is es certainly over it as it was 
over Elijah by the brook Cherith. 
I refer to 
the Protestant Orphan Asylum. Its presence 
In our midst is a benediction. 
I t appeals at 
once to oui sympathies—it broadens and 
deepens them. 
Those "elect ladies” who 
are giving their time and money to its sup­ 
port are not only helping the "little ones,” 
for whom our Father in Heaven cares most 
tenderly, but they are building in their own 
souls a celestial city ; and when material for­ 
tunes shall have been swept away, there will 
remain within them the sweet and blessed 
consciousness that they have beeu eyes to 
the blind, feet to the lame, and bread to the 
hungry. 
The " true riches ” consist in 
biudiog up wounds and pOuriDg into them 
wine and oil. 
Who then is my neighbor? God never 
shrunk to the proportions of a bigot; nor 
will he allow U3 to taka narrow views of our­ 
selves, or of those who are about us. 
A re­ 
ligion of forms and ceremonies is too apt to 
be exclusive—the nurse of bigotry. 
B ut the 
religion of Jeau* Christ is a religion of prin­ 
ciple, it is faith working by love ; it is the 
bond of perfectness. 
I do not despise parties. 
I should not be a 
Christian if I had not love. 
Thank God the 
bitterness of party strife is subsiding; we can 
differ and at the same time not disagree. 
Good men of all parties are seeking the nat­ 
ura. grounds where they can meet for the 
common benefit. 
Every man iu distress that 
needs a kind word, or human sympathy, or 
moral and material support, is my neighbor. 
I care not where he was bom, how he was 
trained, or what his views of life or destiny 
may be—he is my neighbor, and has a claim 
upon me. 
I believe in the Christ of Pales­ 
tine, and be is the Christ of the world. 
He 
belonged to no race, but to all races ; to no 
age, but to all ages. 
All meet in Him. 
He 
unifies mankind, and makes the whole world 
akin. 
Christian men are therefore debtors 
to the world. 
They are its light—its salt. 


MODERN SAMARITANS. 
A t the Congregational Church yesterday 
Rev. H . E. Jew itt, of Redwood City, offi­ 
ciated in the absence of Rev. Dr. Dwinell, 
the pastor. 
Iu the evening a missionary con­ 
cert was held, and on that occasion Mr. 
Jew itt, who ha3 the advantage of extended 
personal observation in Palestine, spoke of 
" The Modern Samaritans, as Seen by an 
Eye-witness.’’ 
He said that Shechem is the 
only place in the world where the sect known 
as Samaritans is to be found. 
Politically, 
they became independent of Judea when the 
ten tribes revolted, under Jeroboam. 
Ec­ 
clesiastically, they are found claiming sub­ 
stantial agreement with the Jews as late as 
the return from the captivity. 
B ut from 
th at time onward their hostility to the Jews 
increased rapidly. 
In the fourth century, B. 
C., they obtained permission from the Persian 
King to build a temple on M t. Gerizim, 
which should ba to them what the temple at 
Jerusalem was to the Jews. 
This temple 
was destroyed in the year (B. C .) 129. 
Its 
ruins now constitute one of the attractions of 
a visit to the mountain. 
This Samaritan 
race was so powerful that even in the 
fourth century 
of 
the 
Christian 
era 
they were regarded as the "chief and 
most dangerous adversaries of Christianity.” 
In the fifth century they began to sink rap­ 
idly into obscurity. A t the present day there 
is a mere rem nant of the race extaut. 
Less 
than 140 men, women and children comprise 
all that rem nant of this once strong nation, 
and these few are gathered together in Shec­ 
hem, where they have a synagogue. 
Soon after our arrival in the city we were 
m et by Youhannah El Karey, an Arab mis­ 
sionary educated in England and laboring in 
Shechem. 
He took us to the Samaritan 
quarters. 
Arriving at the house of the high 
priest, we were conducted to the fiat roof, 
where half a dozen prominent Samaritaus 
were assembled. 
As the sun was setting we 
all descended to the little synagogue, where 
about fifty men and boj3 wero gathered for 
worship. 
The floor 
covered with mats, 
upon which no shoes or boots may be worn, 
according to Oriental custom. 
The side 
of 
the 
room 
toward M t. Gerizim 
was 
hung with satin drapery. 
Here, 
in 
a 
recess, the high priest took his position ; both 
he and the people kneeling with faces toward 
the holy mountain. The service lasted half 
an hour, and consisted of the chanting of 
prayers. 
Sitting upon the flat roof outside, 
looking through the grated windows of a 
small dome into the room below, were a num­ 
ber of vailed women, who, like all oriental 
womeD, were denied entrance into the assem­ 
bly of mem. 
This Sam aritan place of wor­ 
ship is famous, not only aB the last remaining 
synagogue of the sect to be found in the 
world, but also as the depository ef the fa­ 
mous copy of the books ot Moses known as 
the Samaritan Pentateuch. 
This parchment 
Í3 guarded by the high priest with jealous 
care. 
On the day following the service, ac­ 
companied by an interpreter, we followed the 
priest into the synagogue, and saw the pre­ 
cious parchment. 
The roil is about fifteen 
inches wide, and is said to be nearly 
sixty feet long. 
I t 
contains 
the 
five 
books of Moses, written in the Samaritan 
text. 
This comprises the whole of the Sa­ 
maritan Bible, and only about sixteen copies 
of this, ia whole or in pait, exist at the pres­ 
ent time. 
The Samaritans claim that this 
version is about thirty-five hundred years 
old, and that this copy is older thaa the 
Christian era by twenty years. 
The version 
ia traced by critical investigators, however, 
no farther back than the time of the second 
temple, and this copy to the sixth or seventh 
century of the Christian era. 
B ut even this 
makes this manuscript over twelve hundred 
years old—a rare old document. 
In the Sa­ 
maritan language there are but three or four 
workB written in the Samaritan te x t 
Shechem lies at the base of M ount Geri­ 
zim. 
We made the ascent of the mountain, 
along a narrow trad. 
A little to the east of 
tho summit, we came upon a small inclosure, 
within which was a trench. 
In this we 
found ashes and the charred bones cf lambs. 
Not far away was another pit, in which the 
Passover lambs had been roasted a week be­ 
fore our arrival. 
The Jews at Jerusalem 
and elsewhere no longer sacrifice a lamb at 
the Paseover, the reason assigned being that 
the temple site is in the hands of the Mos­ 
lems. 
We attended a Pass ¿ver service in 
Jerusalem where, in place of the lamb, there 
was the shank bone of a lamb. 
Tne Samari­ 
tans, however, retain possession of their 
sacred mountain, and so assemble annually 
near the ruinh of their old temple. 
A fter a 
religious service—which lasts till nearly sun­ 
set-several young men lead in five or six 
lam bs; just as the sun goes down the high 
priest recites rapidly Exodus xii., 6. 
While 
he is speaking the lambs are B eiztd and their 
throats are cut.^ The young men strip off the 
skins of the animals and thrust wooden spits 
through the carcasses, and haug them iu one 
of the trenches, which has been heated suffi 
ciently to roast them. 
About midnight, in 
the clear light of the full moon, the lambs 
are removed from the p i t ; the m eat is eaten 
in ha&t9 and the greund is searched for mis­ 
laid pieces, and the bones and all remnants of 
flesh are thrown into the shallow trench and 
bu> ii-d, according to the Mosaic command. 
T ie little rem nant of the once powerful 
Samaritan nation is fast dying out. 
Their 
customs, their worship and their sacred book 
8re, therefore, of striking interest. 
A ppar­ 
ently not many years will pass before it will 


be written of them, as a race, that they are 
e x tin c t. 


SHOT DOWN 
ON 
THE STREET. 


George Larsener Fatally Wounded by an 
Unknown Assasiln. 


A t 11:45 last ni^ht the people in the neigh­ 
borhood of Fifth and M streets were startled 
by the report of a pistol, immediately fol­ 
lowed by screams of murder. 
Parties living 
near hastened to the spot, and found a man 
running about the street crying " Murder 
I am sh o t! I am nhot!” The man proved to 
be George Larsener, a German, more fa­ 
miliarly known 
as 
"D utch 
George.’’ 
He resides on the northwest corner of 
Fifth and M streets. 
He was assisted into 
his house, and parties sent for policemen and 
doctors. They went to the nearest telephone, 
Joseph Goddard’s saloon, and the Police and 
doctors were soon at the scene of the at­ 
tempted.murder. ^ The ball entered the left 
side at the sixth rib and penetrated the walls 
of the chest. 
By probing the ball could 
not be detected, and the wound beyond doubt 
will prove fatal. 
The party who fired the 
shot made good his escape before assistance 
came to the wounded man. I «arseuer described 
the party and gave such information to the 
E 
ilice officers ar. will lead to his arrest. 
arsener and his wife have been living in the 
shanty in front of which he was shot for the 
past six months. 
He for a long time worked 
at Tim Scriver’s stables, and latterly has 
been working in O rcutt’s wool depot. 
His 
wife sold whisky and beer, and those who 
frequented their place were of the lowest 
class. 
Mrs. Larsener has been arrested a 
number of times for drunkenness, and ODly 
a few 
days 
since 
she 
and 
her 
in­ 
fant were sent by the 
police 
authori­ 
ties to the County Hospital. 
Last night, 
when the reporter went into tho building 
to see^ the 
wounded man, he 
had to 
pick his way through a lot of rough-looking 
fellows too full of gia to realize what had 
happened. 
A woman in the house was so 
drunk and wished to have so much to say 
that the Chief of Police had to send her 
from the premists. 
The last account, just 
before going to press, was that the wounded 
man was still alive, but no hope was enter­ 
tained of bis recovery. 
The police were 
after the ftvtssih in full force, and felt confi­ 
dent of securing him.

H ill made a rush 
for Doutrherty, who fared, the ball taking 
effect in H ill’s side. 
The wounded man re­ 
mounted his horse, rode back to the saloon, 
where he fell dead from the horse’s back. He 
has been the terror of the whole neighbor­ 
hood. 
The barn of E. G. Darling, near Oakland, 
Douglas county, was struck by lightning a 
few days ago, and burned, together with its 
contents, including six valuable horses. Lops,

T ombstone, Ju ly 8th.—The new water 
works of the Huachuca Company are now in 
complete working order, and Tombstone peo­ 
ple are jubilant. 
The main supply comes 
from natural springs and streams in the 
Huachuca 
Mountains, 
the water being 
dammed up in two different canyons and 
drawn by supply pipes to the main line. 
Twenty-seven miles of pipe are laid, and the 
company has facilities for furnishing 1,500,­ 
000 gallons daily. 
The reservoir in this city 
is situated on the top of Contention Hill, and 
has a capacity of 1,100,000 gallons. 
The re­ 
servoir was hewn out of the eolid rock and 
the sides are lined with solid masonry. 
The 
pipes are now laid through the principal 
streets of the city, and fifty-two fire-plugs 
will be in in a few days. 
The danger of fire, 
in consequence of the new works, is not half 
so great as formerly. 
The pressure is 170 
{ 
lounds to the square inch. 
I t is calculated 
iy cool business men that the successful com­ 
pletion of the enterprise is worth $1,000,000 
to Tombstone and $10,000,000 to CocbiBe 
county.

W bat Has the L egislature of California 
Done in the M atter of Irrigation? 


Surveyor - General Jam es W . Shanklin 
speaking of the Bubject of irrigation, and in 
response to the question, " W h a t hts the 
Legislature of California done in this m at­ 
ter?” furnishes the following for tho R ec o r d- 


U n io n : 
The Legislature of California has legislated 
on four different methods of irrigation. 
First, for the control of the water courses, 
the building of canals or ditches, and the 
distribution of the water for the people in 
the cDunties where irrigation was considered 
necessary, 
This law waB passed M ay 15, 
1854, and can be found on page 76 of the 
statutes of that year, and was applied to the 
counties of San Diego, San Bernardino, 
Santa Barbara, Napa, Los Angeles, Solano, 
Centra Costa, Colusa and Tulare, the present 
county of Kern being then included in Los 
Angeles and Tulare, and governed as to irri­ 
gation by the same law. 
This laer, as to I*os Angeles county, was 
never modified or repealed until M arch 10, 
1874, (Stat., p. 312); and as to Tulare county, 
for one line of canal a special Board ^of Com­ 
missioners 
was 
created March 15, 1864, 
(Stat., p. 167), independent of the Board 
created by the A ct cf 1854. but for the county 
generally on April 4, 1864, (átat., p. 0 1»), 
a law modeled after the law of 1854, though 
modifying it somewhat, was passed. 
Again 
on the 20th of March, 1866, (Stat., p. 313), 
the law of April 4, 1864, was amended. 
Thus the law of April 4, 1864, as amended, 
applying to Tulare county, and the law of 
May 15, 1854, applying to Los Angeles 
county, pointed out the only mode of irriga­ 
tion applicable to the territory out of which 
Kern 
county was created on 
the 
2 i of 
April, 1866, (Stat., p. 777). # 
So careful was the Legislature, or rather 
the Representatives of Tulare county, to 
guard against the introduction or recognition 
cf an}' other mode of irrigation in the county 
that Section 12 of the Act of A pril 4, 1864, 
provided that " a ll Acts of a general charac­ 
ter conflictirg with the provisions of this, so 
far as applicable to the county of Tulare, are 
hereby repealed,” thus guarding effectually 
against allowing corporations to operate in 
the county under the assumption that they 
had authority given them under the A ct of 
May 14, 1862 (Stat., p. 540), which was the 
second law providing for irrigation. 
Again, so careful were the Representatives 
of Kern that when the law of A pril 1, 1872 
(Stat., p. 945)—the third law providing for 
irrigation—was passed, allowing districts sus­ 
ceptible of one mode of irrigation to be 
created, Kern, as well as Fresno, Tulare and 
Yolo counties, were excepted from its opera­ 
tion. 
(See Section 26, Stat., p. 948). 
Again, when the fourth mode providing 
for irrigation was created by the adoption of 
the codes (see Civil Corle, Sections 1410 to 
1422), Section 19 of the Political Code ex- 
pres?ly said that "nothing in either of the 
four codes affects any of the provisions of the 
following statutes,” viz. (subdivision 6): "A ll 
Acts creating or regulating Boards of W ater 
Commissioners and Overseers in the several 
townships or counties of the S tate.” 
This brings ua up to the last taw passed on 
the subject of irrigation for K eru county, 
viz.: the A ct of March 29,|1676 (Stat., p. 547), 
which does not differ materially from the 
previous Acts, except that it changes the or­ 
ganization controlling the water courses frcm 
a board specially elected for that purpose to 
the Board of Supervisors, who have^ general 
cbarge of all county matters. 
This shows 
that the county did not intend to lose con­ 
trol of its water rights, the prevention of 
waste and the economical and equitable dis­ 
tribution of the water for the general good 
of its people. 
Following this the next Legislature me­ 
morialized Congress 
bv 
joint resolution, 
paisiid March 6, 1878 (Stat., p. 1,070) " to 
reserve from eale, or grant no exclusive own­ 
ership,” all streams of sufficient magnitude 
to supply more than one family, so that the 
water might be free, and " fo r the common 
use of all the inhabitants, for the natural 
purposes of drinking and washing, for man 
and domestic beast?, for irrigating the soil, 
and for niioiag purposes.” 
Of what use would a memorial like this 
have been if the State had already allowed 
private appropriation to seize or absorb under 
corporate control the waters of this State ca­ 
pable of being utilized for irrigation? 
It 
clearly shows that the people of the State, 
expressing their will through the Legislature, 
did not consider that they had granted away 
their right to control the waters of the State 
for the general good, and that corporate in­ 
terests had become paramount in controlling 
the water courses. 
Following up this lice of 
action, the Constitutional Convention, by 
Article 14, Section 1, declared " th e use cf 
all water now appropriated or that may heie- 
after be appropriated, for sale, rental or dis­ 
tribution, is hereby declared to be a public 
msi and subject to the regulation and control of 
the State in the manner to be prescribed by law." 
This emphatic declaration, that the use of all 
the water of the State is a public use, was 
ratified by the people; and the manner 
of its use is not left to laws of the past, 
but in the language of the Constitution, 
is to be prescribed by lair. 
Where, then, tro 
vested rights over the control of water and 
rights by presumption so loudly asserted by 
c rporations ? And as though either prin­ 
ciple could prevail against the sovereign (the 
State) when the very Act granting them .in 
existence (stat. 1850, p. 350, sec. 30) declare? 
that "th e Legislature may, at any time, 
amend or appeal this A ct and dissolve all 
corporations created under it.” The creation 
is not above the creator, and the commonly- 
expressed fear of corporations or other or­ 
ganizations in controlling the water* of th#> 
State to the detriment of tho people, only 
argues the imbecility of the people in not 
regulating the m atter through tho Legisla­ 
ture to suit themselves, or in not forcing the 
Supervisor?, or Boards of W ater Commisti ra­ 
erá iu counties where such organizations are 
provided for regulating the distribution of 
waters, to discharge their duties according to 
the present taws. 
B ut not to speculate upon w hat Legis­ 
latures may 
or 
C3U 
do 
in 
the 
fu­ 
ture, so 
that 
the greatest benefit from 
the use of water may be extended to the 
greatest cumber, the 
question 
naturally 
arises, how many cf the present organizations 
in K ern county, or in the other comities in 
which similar laws exist, have been formed 
under either or any of the taws referred to 
for the distribution of water íd such counties, 
or are operating in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of these taws? If they are not so or­ 
ganized, by what right do they claim the use 
of water as against other users ? For this is 
not a case in which the principle of " first in 
time first in right ” prevails, but where first 
in time, in compliance with the taw provided 
for tho subject-m atter in that county, pre­ 
vails. 
^ 
The confusion and misunderstanding of the 
principles which, in my opinion, govern the 
distribution of water for irrigation purposes 
in those counties named in the A ct of May 
15, 1854, and kindred laws, arises from the 
supposition that any man could take water 
wherever he might find it, for any purpose, 
provided he did not interfere with his neigh­ 
bor. This was the common rule in the mines, 
and when the miDer3 left the mountains to 
make homes for themselves and families in 
the valleys, they naturally adopted the earne 
rules they had learned in the mines, not 
knowing that different laws had been pro- 
videc\ for regulating the use of water in 
the valleys, 
where irrigation 
was 
and 
will become more and more essential as 
our population increases. 
The two modes of 
regulating the use of water are necessarily 
different, and Mexico, from whom we se­ 
cured this territory, has long been using both 
modes, one for the mines and the other for 
agriculture, but never allowed the law fcr 
regulating water ia the mines to operate 
where its use was necessary for farming. 
Hence, we notice that nur legislators a* early 
as 1854, by adopting the Mexican rules for 
irrigation, prohibited the customs of the 
miues, in using the water-conrses, from gain­ 
ing any foothold in the agricultural counties. 
But as the principal business in early days 
in this State was mining, all the decisions of 
our Courts related to the use of water in tte 
mines, and not one can be found which takes 
up and discusses the use and regulation of 
water for irrigation purposes in the agricult­ 
ural counties under the A ct of 1854, and 
kindred taws specially provided therefor in 
the counties named. 
Rrecedent is so powerful a principle with 
our Courts, that instead of recognizing the 
fact that it is as imposáible for the customs 
and laws of miners, concerning the uso c-f 
water, to operate harmoniously with the irri­ 
gation law of 1854, in the same county, as it 
is for oil and water to unite ; they are con­ 
stantly trying to find some analagou* princi­ 
ple 
iu 
them 
governed by 
these 
old 
decisions 
that will 
perm it corporations 
or 
individual, 
as 
first 
appro priators, 
to control the water-courses of the State, 
without recognizing the fact that this is a 
growing State, and that the laws and the de­ 
cisions m ust keep pace to some extent with 
the increasing wants of the people. 
The sooner this water question is settled by 
legislation and legal construction on broad 
and liberal principles, which will keep the 
control of the water where it oroperly be­ 
longs, viz : with the people, so th at it can be 
distributed anywhere and at any time in pro­ 
portion to the wants of the people, when they 
have provided the necessary ditches, canal* 
and reservoirs to utilize it economically, the 
better it will be for all. 
The laws on this 
subject must be sufficiently elastic te» meet 
the increasing wants of the people; and there 
w«ould be no more sense in restricting the dis­ 
tribution of water to the present users than 
there would to pass a taw th at nr# one should 
be allowed to raise wheat in California except 
theBe at present engaged in that business. 


State Board of H orticulture and Its Work 
tn th e Fast. 


A t the quarterly m eeting of the S tate 
Board of H orticulture, held June 29fcb, 
President D w indle made the following ad­ 


dress : 
’ 
I t Beems fitting at this tim e to IoOk 
a few m onths and see w hat has been ac­ 
complished in the m atter of horticultural 
quarantine against the Bpread of 
pests 
injurious to fru it and fruit trees, and to 
consider the present state of affairs and 
see w hat is needed in the future. 
I am 
happy to say th a t leading nurserym en have 
m aintained their high standing by adopt­ 
ing willingly the rules commended in re­ 
gard to disinfection of trees and other 
plants Bold. 
San Jose will scon be noted for the 
health and clean condition of its nurseries, 
which Bome tim e ago had such an unenvia­ 
ble reputation. 
No one can now plead ig­ 
norance of the law nor of the existence of 
insect pests. 
Any one selling infested 
nursery stock in ignorance is, to say the 
least, crim inally careless. 
W hen he does 
it knowingly he is a sw indler of the worst 
description, who not only defrauds his cus­ 
tom er of his money, but also sows the 
seeds of 
destruction 
in 
his 
orchard. 
Against 
such 
men 
should 
be 
be brought to bear all of the resources of 
the law. 
Even if the Acta of M arch 4th 
and llth , 3SSI, be declared unconstitu­ 
tional, or sw ept away, there are, fortu­ 
nately, still statu tes under which one can 
punish those who take his money and in 
return give th at which Í3 worse than value­ 
less. 
The traffic in infested fruit has also 
been checked to a notable degree, but 
there is still toa much of it th at is exposed 
for sale which is neither creditable to the 
grower nor profitable to the consumer. 
Tho Board of H ealth would do well to 
turn their attention to this m atter. 
Does 
any one cry out th a t I am hurting his busi­ 
ness by these statem ents ? 
I reply th a t it 
m ust be a bad business th a t depends for 
profits on the sale of trees iufe3ted with 
scale bugs, apples and pears riddled by 
worms, or plum s and currants coated w ith 
bark-lice. 
A ny honest inan can clear his 
reputation by inviting an im partial exam i­ 
nation of his com m oditi28, ana their mode 
of treatm ent, by com petent and unpreju­ 
diced persons of known high character. 


IMPORTING TESTS. 
For several years I have been w arning 
the public against the im portation of new 
pests from abroad w ith nursery stock, seeds 
or other tranportable 
m aterial. 
I am 
pleased to know th a t this warning, coupled 
w ith th a t of others, has had some effect. 
Our Chief H orticultural Officer has several 
tim es been called upon by consignees or 
their neighbors to inspect trees arriving 
from the East. 
This is well, b u t such in 
spection should be m ade universal. 
W e 
know of at least one car load of peach trees 
th a t were im ported from a noted peach- 
growing region of the A tlantic coast, noted 
alike for its fine fru it aud the insects which 
prey upon it, which seems to have escaped 
inspection. 
I t is to be hoped th a t the im ­ 
porter and his customers may not have an 
experience sim ilar to th a t of the «Spanish, 
who are reported to have eluded the 
quarantine 
officers in 
im porting 
vines 
from France so successfully as to introduce 
phylloxera in their before-favored country. 
I do know th at last spring I received a 
letter from a gentlem an residing in W il­ 
m ington, Del., asking how he could fight the 
curculio in his peach orchards. 
He stated 
th at his Iobs in fru it last season, through 
the ravageB of th a t insect, was $20,000; 
and th a t my answer would be of interest 
to the owners of 3,000.000 peach trees. 
The curculios-infesting fru it m ight be im ­ 
ported by the dozen, and pass under the 
eye of anyone not trained to look for them , 
w ithout being perceived. 
T hey are small 
gray beetles, about the size of a grain of 
w heat, which, if alarm ed, sim ulate death, 
and are easily m istaken for a bit of dry 
earth. 
There is one for the plum , apricot, 
peach and nectarine, another the apple, 
and so 
c d. 
I cannot say w hether they 
now exist in this State, but I can assert most 
em phatically th a t th eir general dissem ina­ 
tion would be a calam ity which in its pecuni­ 
ary effects could be m easured by nothing 
short of millions. 
I have raieed in W est­ 
ern >'evv York a9 line crops of apricots and 
plums as ever grew, while m y neighbors 
hardly knew those fruit?, excepting in 
worm-eaten state. 
The labor and expense 
involved in so doing were, however, such 
as no California orchardist would volun­ 
tarily add to his present burdens. 


WORMY TEACHES AND APRICOTS. 
.Some growers of stone fruits, who3e 
knowledge of iasecfc ravages has been 
m ainly lim ited to those of the codling 
m oth, have objected to quarantine on the 
ground th a t thoir fruit needed no protec­ 
tion. 
A ll such show their ignorance of the 
business, and of the m yriad of peats which 
threaten it. 
T hey cannot have seen the 
various scale insects (eoccidal) which not 
only render those fruits unfit fur food, but 
also kill the trees them selves, root and 
branch. 
T his spring Í found a small brown 
speckled larva attacking the young shoots 
of the apricot at Berkeley. 
It is about as 
as long a?, but more slender, than the 
larva of the codling m oth, and entering 
the young shoot near the tip. it hollow’s it 
out downward, causing it to w ither and 
turn black. 
From one of these I bred a 
dark-colored m oth, b u t have not yet de­ 
term ined its species. 
I am told th a t the 
saíne pest has appeared in the interior and 
has done considerable damage, particularly 
where it h.as attacked new ly-budded stocks. 
Oa the 2-4th_of this m onth (June) I bought 
a peach in Oakland which contained a 
larva closely resem bling th a t of the codling 
rnotta- Subsequent investigations among 
the commission houses of San Francisco 
showed th a t the new enem y had made an 
attack in force. In pome lots of peaches the 
m ajority contained these worms. 
Its pre­ 
sence is usually indicated by the brown 
castings which it throw s out from a small 
hole, which may be next the stem or at 
any other p art of the fruit. 
In its early 
"stages it is white, w ith black head and six 
black R et. 
L ater the bouy becomes of a 
smoky hue. 
I t will probably prove to be 
a close relative to the codling m oth. 
If 
t has a second and th ird generation this 
season, w hat are the cannera to do for 
choice late peaches? 
The cherries and 
apricots have also been attacked in places 
by caterpillars, which ruin their m arket
